told the commission that the

be­ 
cause of the lack of income statistics 
which will be forthcoming from the 1970 
federal census. 
State law requires the incorporation of 
a housing element with indications that 
people of all income levels of the por>- 
ulation have dwellings to buy or rent. 
Mires and Mrs. Lopez told the com­ 
mission that there was a growing need 
for low income housing and housing for 
the elderly. Many of those in need, they 
said, were living on fixed pensions or 
incomes that made it difficult to find 
adequate housing. Many of those in need 
subsist without public welfare, but would 
accept some sort of financial assistance 
in finding living quarters. Mires not­ 
ed. 
Sherrod told the commission that the 
lengthy study would be ujxlated with fig­ 
ures from the census and would also 
have to be reviewed annually for chang­ 
es. 
The City Council will now consider the 
housing 
element for inclusion in the 
city’s General Plan as required by the 
state.

filed the lawsuit Friday aft­ 
er receiving advance information on the 
article. 
Chief U.S. Dist. Judge George B. 
Harris 
authorized 
depositions 
from 
eight persons, including two aides of 
Republican Gov. Ronald Reagan whom 
Alioto accuses of 
leaking the Look ar­ 
ticle to news media. 


Motions by Alioto’s 
attorneys said 
the eight i>ersons had knowledge of ma­ 
terial found in the case and contended 
“ such facts should be brought to light 
as quickly as possible in an attempt by 
plaintiffs to minimize the impact of said 
false, libellous and defamatory arti­ 
cle.” 
The mayor also requested and re­ 
ceived an order directing Look to pro­ 
duce its file on Alioto, 
its correspon­ 
dence w'ith the authors of the article, 
Richard Carlson and Lance Brisson, 
and information on its corporate struc­ 
ture and profit-and-loss sheets. 


Carlson and Brisson were among the 
eight persons to be questioned. Others 
included Look’s 
San Francisco senior 
editor, 
George Leonard; custodians of 
records for the Bank of California, Mor­ 
ris Plan and Bank of America; and Rea­ 
gan press secretaries Faul Beck and 
Edwin Gray. 
In Sacramento,

THE 
MINUTE MAN 
ICBM, less complex, 
less expensive than other mis­ 
siles and protected in its hardened underground silos against enemy attack, 
today forms the majority of the Strategic Air Command’s deterrent missile 
force. 


Ten years ago today, the U. S. Air 
Force for the first time demonstrated its 
capability to launch an operational inter­ 
continental 
ballistic missile (ICBM ). 
The demonstration took place at Van­ 
denberg Air Force Base, when Strate­ 
gic Air Command missilemen launched 
an Atlas 
ICBM in its 
first test as a 
completely operational missile weapon 
system. It was the nation’s first solid 
answer to the missile launchingcapabili- 
ties demonstrated by the Soviets in the 
late 1950s. 
A few days 
later, Maj. Gen. David 
Wade, 
then commander of the 1st Mis­ 
sile Division at Vandenberg, declared; 
“ An Atlas ICBM squadron at Vandenberg 
is now integrated into the Strategic Air 
Command emergency 
war plan and is 
ready to launch on 15 minutes notice.” 
“ The Atlas has joined the SAC bomb­ 
er alert force whose alert status is gear­ 
ed to cope with notice of an impending 
attack by 
bombers or intercontinen­ 
tal ballistic 
m issiles. The objective of 
this force is to make military aggres­ 
sion very clearly a losing proposition,” 
he said. 
As 
Atlas 
joined 
SAC’s arsenal of 
weapons, facilities were being built for 
a follow-on ICBM, 
the Titan I, and 
component 
testing and launch site sur­ 
veys were being conducted for the Titan 
II and Minuteman 
missile weapon sys­ 
tems. 
‘ Even as the first Atlas thundered off 
the launcher, 
its days were numbered, 
launch reaction time was too long and, 
because it was the first of a new breed, 
it was complicated to count down and 
launch. 
By early 1965, 
it was out of 
the SAC 
weapon 
inventory and its op­ 
erational locations across the nation 
were deactivated. 
During this six-year period. 
Titan I 
had also become part of SAC’s missile 
deterrent force. Like Atlas, it had many 
shortcomings, 
including 
a 
lengthy 
period of vulnerability 
during above­ 
ground fueling. It was also pulled from 
the inventory in 1965. 
Despite the removal of these two sys­ 
tems, 
the mixed deterrent force con­ 
cept was never jeopardized. Both Titan 
II and 
Minuteman 
ICBMs 
had been 
launched 
from operational 
environ­ 
ments at Vandenberg, and had been on 


alert at oiierational bases for three and 
four years respectively. 


Since that day in 1959, S.\C missile­ 
men from Vandenberg 
and opt'rational 
missile bases have launcluxl more than 
320 ICBMs 
in a continual program of 
special 
and operational tests, all de­ 
signed to reverify and improve the capa­ 
bilities of the missile force. They have 
also assisted other commands in launclv- 
ing 66 others in special tests and pro 
grams. 


Today, there are 1,000 Minuteman and 
54 Titan II missiles in SAC’s missile 
force. With their capability of being 
launched almost instantaneously from 
the bottom of their protecttKl silos, they 
are a far cry from the ponderous, vul­ 
nerable Atlas of 1959. 


Increased microminiaturization, new 
thrust 
control systems arel other im­ 
provements are t>eing accompllshíHl in 
the Minuteman 
system to further in­ 
crease its 
range, 
payload, accuracy 
and flexibility.

Republican Senate leader attended by the

Nixon said 
Dirksen “ belonged to all of us because 
he always put his country before him­ 
self.” 
“ While he never became president,” 
Nixon said of his fellow Republican, “ his 
impact and influence on the nation was 
greater than most Presidents.” 
Nixon recalled that Dirksen had serv­ 
ed four Presidents in his Senate leader­ 
ship post — two of them Democrats.

BOSTON (U PI) — Hurricane Gerda, intensifying to 100 mile an hour winds, bar­ 
relled up the Atlantic today toward Cape Cod. 
Tlie storm, picking up both speed and power, was expected to lash the southeastern 
Massachusetts mainland about noon. 
Ships approaching or departing New York were warned by the weather bureau 
to stay out of lanes south of Cape Cod.

The CD and the weather bureau urged evacuation of low-lying beaches in a 100- 
mile stretch from Fall River to Provlncetown, on the tip of Cape Cod. 
The weather bureau said the hurricane, 
seventh tropical storm of the season, 
was about 150 miles east of the southern New Jersey c(»st at 10 a.m. EDT and mov­ 
ing north north-east at about 40 miles per hour.

Hollister blasts Macco allegations 


Evidence supporting Hollister Petroleum 
Corporation’s claim that oil production 
and exploration are being carried out on 
the controversial Hollister Ranch west of 
Gaviota was received today. 
In a letter to the Record, Dr. Clinton B. 
Hollister, vice president of the corpora­ 
tion, contested Macco Corporation’s con­ 
tention that nothing was being produced on 
the ranch. 
“ We are forced to take the position that 
Macco is attempting to distort the entire 
picture of oil production and oil potential 
in the areas where we have the legal rigtit 
to explore and drill. . .” Hollister said. 
“ We take the position that an extensive 
housing project (some 17,500 persons) 
of such size is simply incompatible 
with oil development in this isolated region 
of the county. 
“ Statements from Macco that their devel­ 
opment is proceeding are not true. They 


have never been given the signal to begin 
development of the land. County officials 
have been quoted. . that the project has 
not been proven feasible,” he continued. 


Macco Corporation purchased an exten­ 
sive portion of the Hollister property from 
a Beverly Hills syndicate to which the land 
was sold by the Hollister family. The pro­ 
jected development of a second-home com­ 
munity in the area by Macco has met sev­ 
eral court orders forbidding further at­ 
tempts at having the county general plan 
changed to accommodate the project. 


The Hollister Petroleum Corporation is 
one of the parties trying to stop such 
development due to owning the mineral 
rights to the area, and theirs is one of the 
court orders stopping Macco development 
at this point. The court orders must be 
resolved before Macco can begin to de­ 
velop the projected community.

Freeze on state contracts told 


SACRAMENTO

clamped a week-long freeze 
today on new state building 
contracts pending a decision on 
which projects can be delayed 
or scrapped altogether. 
Exempt from the order were 
projects department directors 
consider 
“ essential 
to 
the 
safety and health” of Califor­ 
nians. 
Business and Transportation 
Secretary Gordon Luce, named 
by 
Gov, Ronald 
Reagan to 
identify state building projects 
which can be cut back in an 
attack on inflation, urged the 
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directors to employ “ discre­ 
tion” in authorizing essential 
projects. * 
Luce said the moratorium on 
bid calls and awarding of new 
contracts will remain in effect 
until a task force he heads can 
recommend 
to 
Reagan 
on 
Friday 
which 
new 
projects 
should be cut back. The move 
is in line with President Nixon’s 
order for a reduction in new 
federal construction. 
The task force, consisting of 
state officials and economists, 
was appointed by Luce during 
the 
weekend 
at 
Reagan’s 
direction and met for the first 
time Monday. Luce reported 
later that “ no large capital 
outlay decisions were made.” 
The 
moratorium 
was 
an­ 
nounced by 
Reagan’s 
office 
after the meeting. Public Works 
Director James Moe last week 
froze award of new highway 
contracts and calls for road 
building bids. 
Luce said the task force will 
hand the recommendations to 
Reagan when he returns from 
the Philippines where he is 
representing 
Nixon 
at 
the 
dedication of a cultural center. 
Reagan is expected to act next 
week on the list of projects 
proposed 
for 
the 
next 
20 
months. 


Luce said no cash figure has 
been estimated on the cutback 
but estimated it will be “ quite 
large,” 
In reducing federal construo 
tion 
starts, 
Nixon 
strongly 
recommended the states and 
local governments follow suit. 
He threatened possible restrio 
tion 
of 
federal construction 
funds if they failed to do so. 
Reagan praised the Pres­ 
ident’s anti-inflation move and 
pledged California government 
will follow suit. 
Luce said private economists 
and 
representatives 
of the 
League of California Cities and 
Association of County Supervi­ 
sors are advising the task force 
on “ how far the state can go on 
certain halts on capital outlay.” 
“ Our task force will carefully 
evaluate all projects and their 
impact on the state’s economy 
before 
recommendations 
to 
postpone or delay projects are 
made,” he said. 
He said the group wants to 
“ consider how such delays in 
federal and state programs will 
affect unemployment and hous­ 
ing in California” and hoped 
that any “ cutbacks will broadly 
involve many state programs 
and not severely curtail or 
drastically affect any particular 
one, in any single area.”

Packaging laws become effective

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Fe­ 
deral Trade Commission (FTC) 
regulations governing “ truth in 
packaging” 
go 
into 
effect 
Wednesday, almost three years 
after Congress passed the law. 
The regulations are designed 
to eliminate conflicting claims 
like “ giant,” “ king-sized,” and 
“ jumbo” which confront shop­ 
pers on the labels of products. 
Such descriptions of size in the 
past have often left the buyer 
wondering which was the best 
purchase for his money. 


The FTC is responsible along 
with 
the 
Food 
and 
Drug 
Administration for administer­ 
ing the 
fair 
packaging and 
labeling act of 1966, a law 
designed to let the consumer 
know exactly what he is getting 
in terms of pounds and ounces. 
It originally was scheduled to 
take effect July 1, 1967, but a 
delay 
was 
granted 
so the 
regulations could be prepared. 
The FTC rules cover soap 
and detergent; paper towels, 


napkins and plates; household 
cleaners, waxes and polishes; 
kitchen wraps and utility bags 
and thousands of other house­ 
hold items. 
The commission was set last 
July 1 to implement the rules 
but called for another postpone­ 
ment 
after 
several 
court 
protests were filed. The rules 
were subsequently revised to 
exempt 
durable 
goods 
like 
refrigerators 
and 
furniture, 
which are not consumed or 
packaged in the usual sense, as 
well as textiles, apparel and 
paint products. 
All but a dozen classes of 
food came under the law under 
FDA regulations. Regulations 
covering 
drug 
devices 
and 
cosmetics are not scheduled to 
go into effect until Dec. 31. 
Among the classes of food 
exempted 
last 
year 
were 
various milk and dairy pro­ 
ducts, which come in standard 
sizes, and bottled soft drinks. 
The FTC said it’s inspection 
of 
packages 
on 
retailers’ 
shelves 
show 
many already 


have been changed to comply 
with the regulations. The law 
allows 
time, 
however, 
for 
packages in inventory to be 
distributed 
“ in 
the 
normal 
course of business.” 


Specifically, the rules provide 
that labels on consumer com­ 
modities 
must 
clearly 
and 
accurately identify the contents 
of each package and feature an 
accurate 
net 
quantity state­ 
ment. 
These two “ essential” pieces 
of information must appear on 
the 
panel 
of 
the 
package 
designed to be turned toward 
the customers on the shelves. 
The statement of net quantity 
must appear in the lower 30per 
cent of the display panel in a 
specified size of print. 


Labels also must include the 
name and place of business of 
the manufacturers, packers or 
distributors. If the name and 
address of the distributor is 
printed, the label must show 
the distributor did not manufac­ 
ture the product.

ruled out a second vote since 


the excess of 10 would not 
affect the outcome. 
The 
vote 
tally 
favoring 
abolition of capital punishment 
also was close, 260-231. 
Both the marijuana and death 
penalty recommendations had 
been 
tabled 
and 
sent to a 
committee 
in 
last 
year's 
convention. 
The 
committee 
reported to this year's dele­ 
gates a 0-5 split in favor of 
retaining the death penalty. But 
the delegates instead sided with

So far, outer space has 
been for men only. There 
lias never been an American 
woman astronaut. Females 
have applied for positions in 
each ol 
the six astronaut 
selections, 
hut 
none 
have 
even come close. 
One turn-down wrote a let­ 
ter to a space authority in 
1966. saying: “ 1 don’t like 
being a sore loser, but in 
this case I n e v e r had a 
chance 
I b e l i e v e I was 
turned down because of my 
sex 
I can t prove it. but I 
think it’s so." 
Space officials differ. They 
say astronaut selection, like 
a n y 
government sponsored 
undertaking, is color blind, 
sexless and uondiscritnina- 
torv.---------------------------------- 


Says one authority, Col. 
John Prodan: 
"It 
has always 
been a 
q u e s t i o n of choosing the 
best-qualified 
individuals. 
Nothing more than that. And 
in this s i t u a t i o n , women 
had to have at least a thou­ 
sand hours of jet flying time 
in their record—no woman 
has 
ever 
had 
this 
much 
time. And, in the case of 
scien tist-astron au ts, the 
women applicants have sim­ 
ply not measured up to the 
s t a n d a r d s of those men 
chosen." 
Colonel 
Prodan, 
who 
is 
with the National Aeronau­ 
tic 
Space 
Administration’s 
Flight Crew Division, adds, 
however, that female astro­ 
nauts are possible: 
"The R u s s i a n s have al­ 
ready had one up there. The 
only thing that stops them 
now in our program is their 
background. We don’t have 
any women test pilots, for 
instance. We don’t have any 
women fighter pilots in the 
military. But if one comes 
along who has acquired the 
proper b a c k g r o u n d and 
qualifies o t h e r w i s e , she 
could conceivably make it." 
Many p e o p l e connected 
with NASA agree. Especially 
women. And most especially 
NASA consultant Jacqueline 
Cochran. 
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Jackie Cochran is perhaps 
the most f a m o u s woman 
flier since Amelia Earhart. 
During the S e c o n d World 
War, she directed the more 
than 11,000 women who flew 
(mostly ferry ships) for the 
U.S. military. And she still 
holds more than 100 air rec­ 
ords. 


Her view of women astro­ 
nauts: 
"Piloting a space ship is 
no big barrier. There isn’t 
one of us (experienced wom­ 
en pilots) who couldn’t han­ 
dle space craft. And, physi­ 
cally, 
there’s 
no 
problem 
either. Women can take any­ 
thing men can.” 


In the early days of Am er­ 
ica's space exploration. M iss 
Cochran (her married name 
is Mrs. Floyd Odium) con­ 
tributed $20,000 of her own 
money to finance a clinical 
studv of just how females 
might fare in outer space. 
Twelve women were tested, 
along with 12 men. The dif­ 
ferences were negligible. 
"W e 
so 
testified 
before 
congressional h ea r i n g s in 
1962," Miss Cochran says. 
"They were conducting in­ 
quiries into a number of 
space aspects, and we testi­ 
fied our opinion that, physi­ 
cally, women would make 
fine astronauts." 
With 
it 
all. 
h o w e v e r . 
Jackie Cochran says she has 
n e v e r recommended t h a t 
NASA hire women for space. 
In fact, to the contrary: 
"Look, from a very practi­ 
cal 
standpoint, 
our space 


program is still in too early 
a stage to take on women as­ 
tronauts. The whole thing 
boils down to dollars and ex­ 
pediency. Say you do have a 
woman in the p r o g r a m , 
spend all the money to train 
her. and then she gets preg­ 
nant. What then?" 
Yet, Miss Cochran admits, 
women astronauts can’t be 
counted out. They may not 
become space pilots in the 
near future but it’s probable 
they will serve in other ca­ 
pacities. 
NASA’s C o l o n e l Prodan 
puts it this way: 
"M y guess is that the first 
women in space will be sci- 
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entists. Some day we’ll have 
manned laboratories orbit­ 
ing the earth and sitting on 
the 
moon—and 
then 
we’ll 
need women. I suppose it 
may be kind of like this 
television p r o g r a m . Star 


Trek. Men will be aboard to 
face the physical and men­ 
tal rigors. And women will 
be along to take care of de­ 
tails."

ley begin to arrive from the 
north this month. 
The extrem ely powerful poi­ 
son is formed by a bacteria 
that 
occurs

western so ils. Afflicted birds 
lose 
m uscle 
control, heads 
droop into water and the birds 
drown. 
Some birds recover but most 
don't. 
Treated 
birds that re­ 
cover are a sm all percentage of 
those 
infected. About the most 
positive thing that can be done 
is to set out food in clear areas 
and move the birds away from 
infected areas with boats, air­

Preserve report 


If you’ve wondered what’s been hap­ 
pening to the county’s agricultural pre­ 
serve program, you have a great deal of 
company. 
Queries about 
the status of 
the program come In from many direc­ 
tions. 
In brief, the program has been in a 
state of limbo. 
But it’s stirring again and with ad­ 
vent of cooler weather will stir some 
more . 
The County Agricultural 
Preserve 
Advisory 
Committee 
is following up 
on a request from the Board of Super­ 
visors. The supervisors want a report 
delivered to them in time for their Oct. 
3 meeting on the agricultural preserve 
question. A prelim inary 
report is now 
in the works, with a fuller report to be 
drawn up later. The report is to evaluate 
the county’s experience with the program 
to date. 
Ace Southergill, sitting in on the lat­ 
est 
committee session and represent­ 
ing County Administrative Officer Ray­ 
mond D. Johnson, 
said the report will 
be a “ fact-finding one,'’ prim arily. 
Some committee members say it is ex­ 
pected to cover broad 
areas, not just, 
for instance, tax effects on school dis­ 
tricts where many 
preserves are lo­ 
cated. 
The supervisors 
decided early this 
year to impose a second moratorium 
on preserves. It was felt they were com­ 
ing in too fast, and a panic situation could 
set in ending with most of the county’s 
farm lands in the preserves. The mora­ 
torium is due to be lifted, or maintained, 
sometime in November. 
Total 
acreage 
in established pre­ 
serves in the county as of last Feb. 26 
when the moratorium was set is 134,552 
acres. 
The thing which got the supervisors 
and county planners to thinking twice 
about continuing the program on present 
standards — and they would be virtually 
impossible to change now — is that 128,- 
142 acres of the 134,552 cover non­ 
prime land. Needless to say, county of- 


ficials thought back to the beginning of 
the program when the need was express­ 
ed at that time to save prime land from 
being swallowed up by urban sprawl. 
Ten other agricultural 
preserves 
have been applied for since early this 
year but have not yet been established, 
pending outcome of the coming fall meet­ 
ings to decide fate of the program . 
Many of the vehement protests result­ 
ing from abrupt increase of property 
tax assessm ents in the past year have 
come from farm ers and ranchers whose 
lands are not in preserves. County offi­ 
cials have pointed out these landowners 
had the choice of 
doing so, and for 


some reason or other elected not to, 
or have been stymied by the m oratori­ 
um this year. 


The statement of County Planning 
Commission 
chairm an 
Richard 
M. 
Clare, of Santa Maria, 
made 
last 
Feb. 3 has been somewhat 
prophetic. 
Clare said he was worried about what 
the program is doing to the farm ers 
not in preserves. The answer to that 
is now apparent. They are being hit hard 
by higher assessm ents in some cases 
they have asked the county for another 
kind of m oratorium -a tax moratorium 
this year.

Old Wall Street hands know that a 
bear is an animal given to secret think­ 
ing. You never know when it is planning 
to t* ti you apart. So is a bear market. 
And, by definition, w e're in one. 
The Dow Jones in­

In just these 11 weeks, and on the New 
York Stock Exchange alone, the market 
dropped $135 billion. 


Now, a bear m arket is not merely a 
bull m arket that goes down. Like the 
bear animal itself, it has a special, 
irascible and dangerous internal life 
of its own 
Accordingly,, w orried millions among 
the estim ated 25 million investors in 
U.S. stocks are asking; When and how 
will the market again turn up? 
Old W all Street hands are not without 
tested, important guidelines on this, 
beginning with the fact that no living 
man knows, or can know, the start of 
the turn at the time of the turn or how 
far the reserve trend will go. 
W ars and the stock m arkets have 
something in common. The change in 
the trend, in the m arket or an invididual 
stock takes place long before it is ap­ 
parent. Every new bull m arket starts like 
a rally in a bear m arket. Every new bear 
m arket— us last December— starts like 
a decline in a bull m arket. And the rall­ 
ies in a bear m arket are not like the 
dove from Noah’s Ark which signalled 
that the flood was over. 
The stock m arket moves on two laws 
that have never been repealed; the law 
of supply and demand and human nature. 
There 
is no such thing as “ intrinsic­ 
ally” in the stock m arket. The m arket 
m irro rs the hopes and fears of world­ 
wide millions. And it is a fundamental 
fact, widely ignored, that prices are made 
by supply and demand, no values. 


Values change if conditions change, and 
the m arket is always anticipating the fu­ 
ture, not reflecting the present. If the 
world-wide millions want money or bonds 
or anything more than stocks, or if 
uncertainty grips them, the law of supply 
and demand overrides everything. And 
vice versa. 
So-called “ selling clim axes” are 
a 
famous phenomenon, but frequently they 
do not occur. Nobody has an automatic 
answer to successful investing and any 
success in it over the long haul is enor­ 
mously harder than m erely guessing at 
a “ selling clim az.” 
From the investor’s viewpoint, his­ 
torically, the most significant (and en­ 
couraging) development would be to have 
the m arket— at some still unknown lev­ 
el— go relatively dead and dormant 
for some time. 
Rome was not built in a day and nei­ 
ther are new bull m arkets. We have a 
market of stocks, not a stock m arket. 
Great U.S. Steel, for example, lias been 
in a bear market all its own for a solid 
10 years. But the 1969 market has been 
a heart attack and it will be impossible 
to cure this overnight. After such a 
break as we have had, an enormous 
blanket of stocks inevitably hangs over 
every m arket. A m arket which has had 
such a heart attack seldom turns around 
and runs right up the stairs. 


Stock m arket prices usually adjust 
fairly accurately to the profit outlook. 
Ultimately, prices respond to earnings, 
yields and prospects— but still only on 
a supply-and-denund basis. The blue- 
chip, bellwether stocks are related to 
confidence-—the confidence of sober in­ 
vestm ent money. Usually they do not ad­ 
vance until economic fundament iIs seem 
less uncertain on the discouraging side 
and have started to clarify enough to 
prom ise prolonged improvement. 
Nevertheless, for those who believe 


in harboringers, it is a fact that since 
World War H every major stock m ar­ 
ket decline— 1946, 1953, 1957, 1960, 1962 
and 1966—-has ended in September or

Freedom of info 
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Despite noteworthy gains in term s of 
freedom of information during the past 
year, a report by the California Fret* 
dom of Information Committee, indicates 
a need for renewed vigilence. 
The report covers the year ending 
on July 22. 
During 
the 
year 
as predicted in a 
Graphs column of last year, there were 
were a number of 
significant efforts to 
take some of the teeth 
out of the Ralph M. 
Brown secret m eet­ 
ing law. Richard H. 
Fogel, chairman of 
the 
Fol committee 
notes that “ Califor­ 
nia’s open meeting 
law is being amend­ 
ed to death, m isinter­ 
preted, 
miscon­ 
strued and evaded.” 
One amendment passed into law in 
1968 was most generally invoked for the 
first time this spring. It perm its the 
representatives of public agencies to 
negotiate employe salaries in secret. 
This reporter noted at the time the 
amendment became law that it was 
demonstrably a bad law. School boards 
and most public agencies for example 
spend the bulk of their public funds for 
salaries and thus when they finish their 
negotiations, they have in effect set the 
tone of the ultim ate tax rate. The pul* 
lie therefore has no part of the most im­ 
portant segment of public spending. 
It should be noted that news media 
makes no special pitch for consideration, 
but rather takes its place along side of 
all private citizens in demanding that 
more not less information on govern­ 
mental actions be made public. 
The report signed by Fogel cites the 
second paragraph of the Brown Act as 
the capsule expression of the law’s phil­ 
osophy: “ The people of this state do not 
yield their sovereignty to the agencies 
which serve them. The people, in del^. 
gating authority, do not give their public 
servants the right to decide what is good 
for the people to know and what is not 
r ood 
for them to know. The people 
insist on remaining informed so that they 
may retain control over the instrum ents 
they have created.” 
The paragraph might well be emblaz- 
zoned across the sky. 


Fogel’s report dwells briefly on the Sir- 
han trial in Los Angeles and the re la ­ 
tionship of ttie newsgathering aspects to 
the whole field of freedom of inform;* 
tion. 
The problem s of security and the han­ 
dling of a large group of newsmen were 
particularly interesting and have been 
adequately 
covered in general news 
media communications. But the aspect of 
the controversy over the Roliert F. Ken­ 
nedy autopsy photos was another thing. 
Generally speaking the public that this 
reporter talked with felt that it was only 
right that the photos should be bottled up 
and secure from public scrutiny. 


Despite the feeling that hinged on as­ 
pects of good taste and the general re ­ 
vulsion over tampering with such intim<* 
cies, the state committee on principle 
opposed legislation making suppression 
possible and the governor vetoed the 
m easure. However, substitute legislation 
accomplishing the sam e thing was pushed 
through at the last minute and became 
law. 
The state committee felt and I think 
wisely that the law sets a precedent for 
the suppression of public access to trial 
evidence. 
Most readers of this column will per­ 
haps rem em ber the situation that oc* 
curred in Ventura County a year and a 
half ago when higher courts rapped the 
judicial knuckles of lower courts for 
suppressing a lot of trial evidence, in­ 
cluding an arrest that was made in con­ 
nection with a m urder trial. 
The lower court would have won in this 
case if it hadn't been for the courage 
of a newspaperman who risked jail in or­ 
der to report the secret arrest of one of 
the trial figures. 


During the year this reporter noted 
that the local school board, invited him 
to several meetings that included the 
key discussions of salaries and general 
relationships. The school officials prob­ 
ably wouldn't have had to do so, accord- 
ing to law, but the issue is clouded 
somewhat by the multiplicity of subjects 
and the relative lack of finopoint d(* 
cisions. 
In the same vein this reporter attend­ 
ed key city zoning meetings when only 
a couple of public officials were present. 
That too is all to the good for the 
people’s right to know.
